First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmaster at Miami must 
pe prepaid at the appropriate air- 
mail postage rate. Double postal 
cards and double post cards in- 
tended for return reply purposes 
are not acceptable as first flight 
covers. All covers should be ac- 
companied by a letter authorizing 
the holding of the covers for the 
first flight and requesting the ap- 
plication of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2% by 2% inches to 
the left on the address side of all 
covers is required for the cachet. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
to obtain better impression of ca- 
chet and postmark, and to prevent 
damage to cover or canceling 
machine. 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers. However, 
at request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachet will be given di- 
rectional service only to an office 
designated by the General Super- 
jntendent, Postal Transportation 
Service, and served by the first 
flight in each direction, and will 
there be backstamped and dis- 
patched onward to destination,

On May 15, 1950 there appeared 
on mail from Baltimore, Annapolis 
and Frederick, Maryland a slogan 
cancellation reading FRIEN D- 
SHIP INTERNATIONAL /-AIR 
PORT - MARYLAND-/ DEDICA- 
TION-JUNE-24-1950. This slogan 
cancellation was authorized by 
the Post Office Department for 
use at these three towns to pub- 
licize the Friendship International 
Airport located at Glen Burnie, 
Md. and used by the surrounding 
towns, including these three. 

While the dedication did not oc- 
cur until June 24, 1950 the use of 
this slogan for the five weeks 
preceding aided greatly in secur- 
ing valuable publicity for the 
event. 

Even though the Department 
authorized the slogan they did not 
feel that they should supply a 
cachet for the event. To mark 
this event a very attractive cachet 
was designed by Edwin L. Hastry 
of the American Air Mail Society 
and interested local collectors 
made arrangements to apply it to

Again a large number of covers 
were mailed by collectors, no 
doubt due in a large measure to 
the adequate advance notice and 
publicity given this event. There 
was a total of 8,390 covers mailed 
from the four towns with a break

This fact is one of the reasons | 


for the existence of the Airport 
Dedication Society. Through the 
help of each member of the group 
more dedications are given ad- 
vance notice with plenty of time 
for the members to get their cov- 
ers in for the dedication, 

The ADS has its own postal 
ecard bulletin service for its mem- 
bers. By this method news of a 
pending dedication is submitted 
to a central office. Here self- 
addressed postal cards sent in by 
the members are kept and when 


news of a dedication arrives cards | 


are immediately sent out contain- 
ing this information. 

This is very satisfactory if 
news is received aS much as a 
week before the dedication is 
scheduled. If there is only two 
or three days advance notice, 
however, the members some dis- 
tance away still miss the dedica- 
tion. To help this situation there 
has been set up a board of State 
Representatives living in the vari- 
ous States. 

These representatives are sent 
prepared “hold” covers by the 
members and when they receive 
word of a short notice dedication 
in their territroy they are able to 
mail covers for the members who 
would otherwise miss the dedica- 
tion.

Articles of interest to collectors 
are included from time to time 
and at present a listing of dedica- 
tions by states is being included in 
serial form 

Airport dedication covers go 
|back almost to the time of the 
| beginning of organized aviation in 
this country. The earliest dedica- 
tion recorded is that for the form- 
|al opening of Aviation Field at 
| Newark, N. J. on September 13, 

918. While the number of cov- 
ers mailed for this event is un- 
known the number appears to be 
| rather small and any collector can 
count himself lucky indeed to 
| have this “first” in his collection. 
| The next dedication did not oc- 











cur for almost four years when 
the Outing Club Field at Battle- 
boro, Vt. was dedicated on Au- 
gust 18, 1922 at the time of a 
|scheduled pioneer government 
flight. The flight did not occur 


| as the only plane present crashed 
lin taking off but the dedication 
| was carried out as scheduled. 

These covers bear five line 
grayish-black rubber stamp ca- 
|chet and while it is believed ap 
| proximately 300 covers were mail- 
}ed they are seldom seen 
| Dedications began to be a little 
|}more frequent after this and by 
|1928 dedication covers were be- 
ginning to come into their own 
In this year there were recorded 
|124 separate events. Counting 
| the recognized major varieties on 
the various events there were a 
total of 175 covers for that year. 

Beginning with 1928 and con- 
tinuing to the present time there 
have been a large number of offi- 
|cial dedications recorded each 
| year. A complete collection would 
| contain covers for well-over 2,000 
|separate events and if it con- 
}tained all the major varieties 
| would number between 3,000 and 
4,000. 

There has never been as- 
sembled a complete collection. 
The largest limiting factor is the 
scarcity of some covers. There 
are a large number of events with 
less than ten covers known and 
| a few with only one or two 
| covers known. 

This would .make a complete 
collection almost impossible,

How To Collect 
Those A.D. Covers 


Since there are no official re- 
leases giving advance notice of 
coming dedications news of these 
events must be found mostly in 
the lay press. It is impossible for 
one collector to search through 
newspapers of the entire United 
States looking for these items so 
he must rely on help from other 
collectors. Perhaps a few hints 
will aid the beginner in this field. 
(1) Always use a good grade 
airmail envelope. These should 
be of the standard 6% size so that 
your collection will be uniform 
and also so your duplicates will 
be acceptable for trading with 
other collectors. While the sul- 
phide envelopes are cheaper they 
will turn yellow and begin to 
crumble in a few years. The rag 
content envelopes cost slightly 
more but are cheaper in the long 
run since they retain their color 
and crispness year after year. 
(2) Always send a short courte- 
ous note with your covers ex- 
plaining exactly what is desired. 
Many postmasters and Chambers 
of Commerce do not understand 
what the collector wants so a 
short note telling them that the 
covers are to be held until the 
time of dedication of their airport 
and then dispatched on that day 
should be included with the 
covers. 

(3) Take advantage of the ad- 
vance notice service offered by 
several of the air mail societies. 
This is a method by which all in- 
formation is gathered at one cent- 
ral office and then the collectors 
are notified of coming events on 
prepared postal cards which they 
have sent to the central office. 
The Airport Dedication Society 
maintains this service free for its 
members. 

(4) Join one of the airmail so- 
cieties. Most of these societies 
publish their own club paper and 
news of coming dedications are 
given in these, While the Air- 
port Dedication Society is the 
only society devoted entirely to 
Airport Dedications several of the 
other societies maintain dedica- 
tion sections in their papers. 

(5) Form as large a correspond- 
ence with other collectors as pos- 
sible, The exchange of news be- 
tween collectors is the backbone 
of this branch of aero-philately. 
Letters exchanged with collectors 
in other parts of the country will 
bring you information of coming 
dedications in other states which 
you would miss otherwise. Ex- 
change with other members will 
build up your collection in a sur- 
prisingly short time. Duplicate 
material which you have is _us- 
ually interesting to other collec- 
tors and usually many satisfactory 
trades can be made.

Progress Report 
on the 
Summer Survey 
by Lewis F. Turley 











The August 11 issue gave the 
barest report on the “Summer 
Survey for Benefit of Dealer and 
Collector”, A volume of material 
has been gathered from the many 
readers who have taken an inter- 
est in this survey. Many of the 
answers bring forth a more ex- 
panded idea and a number of 
missing factors of our hobby. 

One of the more recent thoughts 
given is the lack of good litera- 
ture dealing with various phases 
of it. By lack of good literature 
we assume that the reader means 
availability of same. There is 
enough literature for the more 
serious minded collector than he 
could possibly afford the time to 
read. Some is merely rehashed 
items of past offerings while 
others are more up-to-date and 
open entirely new fields of 
thought for the true student. 

It is strange to. find that there 
are really very few dealers today 
advertising literature for sale. 
Books that can become a ,per- 
manent part of a library should 
be offered at all times or at least 
a directory showing where such 
items may be obtained.

Philatelic Agency 
Closed In Italy 


Vittorio Lo Bianco, New York 
City, reports that it is more thana 
month since the Italian Philatelic 
Agency has stopped sales to deal- 
ers and collectors. 

The Agency has, or it is better 
to say had, functions similar to 
those of the U. S, Philatelic 
Agency of Washington. However 
the purposes of the Italian Agency 
were broader and far more im- 
portant. 

In fact the Agency, owned by 
the state, not only distributed, at 
face value, the new issues, but 
had the task of continuing to sell 
the remnants of previous issues, 
no matter how old even when 
these issues were obsolete and 
not good for postal franking. 

In effect the Agency constituted 
a real source of supply of most of 
the Italian merchandise for deal- 
ers and collectors. The sets or 
singles of old issues were not sold 
at face value but at a price judged 
fair, depending on existing quan- 
tities and market conditions. 

The Agency was therefore use- 
ful as a price stabilizer, 

At first the Agency announced 
that it was closing for inventory. 
But the closing continued after 
the forecast period and rumors 
and speculations started in all 
Italy. The Italian Radio broad- 
cast that the Agency had decided 
to burn all the remnants. Later 
came the rumor that all the stock 
was to be sold to a syndicate of 
investors of Northern Italy. 

The situation is still dark, Only 
one thing is sure and that is that 
the closing of the Agency has 
already had violent repercussions 
on the ftalian philatelic market. 
The wholesalers have practically 
stopped selling and the retailers 
sell the least possible and at prices 
that are double those listed in the 
Sassone catalogue, the standard 
Italian catalogue. 

It is possible that, in view of 
violent protests, the Agency will 
decide to change its policy mak- 
ing everything normal once more. 
If the remnants are burned then 
the supply situation will become 
difficult bringing on_ startling 
increases. 

The issues of Vatican City, San 
Marino, and Italian Colonies are 
not affected because they are dis- 
tributed by different agencies. 


Correct Information 
On Luxemburg Issue 


Members of the Luxemopourg 
Philatelic Study Club want to 
bring the truth about stamps is- 
sued during the recent exhibition 
in Luxembourg in honor of the 
centenary of the first issue. 

The admission charge to the 
exhibition which had to be paid 
by collectors to obtain the cen- 
tenary issue of stamps was NOT 
suggested by the postal adminis- 
tration of Luxembourg, nor by 
the organized stamp clubs of the 
Grand Duchy. This suggestion 
was made by the federated stamp 
clubs of Europe. 

The bulletin of the Netherlands 
Philatelic Society recently  in- 
cluded a writeup of the King Wil- 
liam III first issues of Luxem- 
bourg. The design of this first 
stamp is the work of the portrait 
painter of the court of the Hague, 
the Dutch painter Keyser, AND 
NOT THE WORK OF JACQUES 
WIENER. 

The major part of the printing 
of these stamps was done by a Mr. 
Barth, not Barth-Wahl, nor 
Schmit-Bruck. A small printing 
was made by a Mr. Liez. This 
information is newly discovered 
information of which the Nether- 
lands Society was not aware.

Thumbs Down 


_Isn’t it time to call a halt, to turn thumbs down on most of the 
new stamp issues? Isn’t it about time that collectors take some 
steps to discourage the unnecessary and undersirable stamp issues 
of the various countries who seem to turn them out issue after issue 
for the sole edification of the poor collector who is constantly 
rumning around in circles, trying to keep 
up with the deluge? 

Long ago the old fashioned way of 
collecting disappeared, that was the gen- 
eral collection, the most desirable and 
most interesting form of collecting be- 





gave one a general knowledge of and an 
interest in the world as a whole. 

General collecting held up pretty well 
until the first world war but the deluge 
of new stamps that came immediately fol- 
lowing the start of that war and have 
continued ever since were the death knell 
of the general collector. 

4 Since that period, almost everything 
: has been thrown at the collector, until 
today it is rather difficult to find two col- 
lectors who collect the same thing. It has 
been necessary to form national societies, 
= With members scattered all over the coun- 
» Si ay in order that collectors interested in 
the same thing may confer with others of 

GEORGE W. LINN the same interest for mutual advancement 
in their chosen field of collecting, 

Time was when one could take his duplicates to the stamp club 
and always find a swap for some other stamps he did not have 
but not so today. 

, In the average stamp club in our bigger cities today it is almost 
impossible to trade one’s duplicates with other collectors because 
the other fellow is not collecting the same thing you are collecting. 

The deluge of new stamps month after month that comes from 
some countries are not necessary postal issues, they are issued 
solely because the Postal Administrations of those countries have 
become aware of the fact that there is a ready market in American 
Dollars for such stamps and they simply throw the book at the 
collector and let him pay through the nose. This situation is cer- 
tain to continue just so long as the collector will stand and take it. 

The art of issuing new stamps for the collector has been de- 
veloped. to such an extent that in some of the countries where this 
is practiced the sale of the new issues is controlled by government 
agencies and ordinary collectors and dealers can not supply the 
material. Just so long as the collector will buy the trash it is cer- 
tain to be prepared for him for the methods of printing now in 
effect are so simple that it costs little more to produce an entirely 
new issue than it would to make new plates for a current issue, 

Will the collector rebel or will he continue to buy this class of 
material as long as it is dished out to him? 


More Interest In Stamps 


; Regardless of TV we are of the opinion that world wide interest 
in stamps has been growing in the past years. Perhaps one reason 
for this growth might be the very thing that we have complained 
about in the editorial preceeding this one. We are however of the 
old schoo] and enjoy stamps most from the standpoint of a student 
as were the older collectors in past years who built up fine collections. 

For our part we have had TV for over three years now and I 
am ready to confess that there is much of TV that holds so little 
interest that it is a simple matter to turn it off or to leave it go 
for whole days at a time and never turn it on. If TV is to seriously 
interfere with stamp collecting or any other hobby that anyone has 
then TV will have to change its ways for much of it is of so little 
interest that it becomes tiresome to watch it. 

_With stamps one can enjoy an evening without having his in- 
telligence insulted by all the hogwash about cigarettes and an un- 
limited number of questionable claims about this that and the other 
brand. With stamps we can enjoy an evening without the commercials, 

If you like the commercials, then try New Zealand where you 
can find commercials on the backs of your stamps or try some of 
the modern French and Belgian issues which have a touch of com- 
mercial with them. 

Yes, regardless of TV we believe that more and more people are 
collecting stamps each year in some form or other. The big problem 
is to get them interested deeply enough, to get them out in the open 
where we can count them. 

_ Fifty years ago there was one weekly stamp paper with a circu- 
lation of six or seven thousand copies. Today there are a half dozen 
or so each of which is larger than the one of fifty years ago and the 
total circulation of which today is perhaps 150,000. 

Stamps are on sale in more stores across the country than ever 
before. The big problem is to hold on to these new recruits and 
get them out in the open. 

In the past few years there has come from Europe, more new 

catalogues of stamps than ever before. There seems to be a catalog 
for almost every type and form of collecting, catalogues for single 
countries, groups of countries, many different topical subjects, cata- 
logue after catalogue in an unending number, 
_ There is every evidence that interest in stamps is spreading, 
just what causes it is hard to discover but the fact that the world is 
getting closer together, that the people know and understand one 
another better, must have some bearing on the situation. 

We have always believed that stamp collecting would have a 
great influence on world peace and world conditions in general. 
It is such a universal hobby, nderstood by everyone because it is 
the collection of pictures and everyone can read a picture. Given 
unlimited use of the mails behind and in front of the iron curtain 
and stamp collectors would set up and develop a brotherhood that 
would go far beyond any fraternal organization anywhere on earth.

August 31. 

To commemorate the event, the 
society is undertaking to provide, 
attractively printed and cacheted 
examples of these air letter 
sheets, which will receive the 
FIRST DAY OF ISSUE.cancella- 
tion of the United Nations and 
will be flown directly to Norfolk 
where upon arrival they will be 
backstamped at the temporary 
postal station established in con- 
nection with the American Air 
Mail Society Convention or will 
receive some other kind of indicia 
denoting the place and time of 
arrival of the sheets at the ter- 
mination of the flight. 

Collectors interested in secur- 
ing these specially flown first day 
of issue air letter sheets of the 
United Nations should remit fifty 
cents for each desired to Jesse G. 
Johnson, Cardinal Point, Norfolk, 
8, Va. 

Collectors should not write to 
the United Nations Postal Ad- 
ministration for examples of these 
specially flown air letter sheets 
as no facilities are available for 
handling them at the United 
Nations. 

The United States Post Office 
Department will establish a spe- 
cial Postal Station at the Con- 
vention Headquarters in the Mon- 
ticello HoteI and will provide a 
distinctive and descriptive post- 
mark for all mail dispatched 
through it. For those interested 
in postmark cover collecting, the 
society is providing a specially 
cacheted, air mail stamped en- 
velope, in set of three, one mailed 
each day of the convention, for 
fifty cents, and remittances and 
address desired on the envelopes 
should be sent also to Mr. John-

ETHIOPIA — In briefest form 
the Ministry of Posts, Telegraphs 
and Telephones notes that a new 
15c stamp will be added to the 
regular set “in a couple of weeks”, 
following the Parliament Build- 
ing design. Since the airmailed 
announcement was sent July 27, 
release might be expected mo- 
mentarily. 

FINLAND—A fire a hundred 
years ago, which virtually wiped 
out Vaasa, on the Gulf of Bothnia, 
was marked by a 25 markka 
stamp showing a view of the city, 
probably as rebuilt, and its coat 
of arms.

The Pan American Exposition 
set released May 1, 1901 has a 
dual attraction for stamp collec- 
tors—one, the assassination of the 
25th president of the United 
States, William McKinley, whose 
features have been reproduced on 
several stamps, and two, the fine 
set of six bi-colored commems 
produced to commemorate and 
publicize the affair. 

The Exposition was staged at 
Buffalo, N. Y. from May 1 to No- 
yember 1, 1901 with the = an- 
nounced intention of the promo- 
ters being a presentation to the 
general public of the various ad- 
vancements made in all fields of 
endeavor during the 19th century 
just closed, 

The stamps remained on sale 
for the full six months of the 
show being withdrawn on Octo- 
ber 31. They are favored by 
many for the ornateness of the 
frames which enclose the vig- 
nettes, a type of stamp design 
typical of the day, tasteful and 
imaginative enough to hold _ its 
own through the years. 

Few stamp designs are actually 
the brain child of an artist—a 
conception strictly out of thin air 
and experience—and those of this 
S.t are no exception. 

As for instance the one cent 
which has a caption beneath the 
design, “Fast Lake Navigation”. 
The ship is actually the City of 
Alpena owned by the Detroit and 
Cleveland Navigation Co. and op- 
erated by them for many years in 
the Great Lakes service. It 
ended its days with a rechristen- 





ing to City of Saugatuck by a 
purchasing Chicago firm which 


continued to keep it going in the 
lake waters.

AIRPORT DEDICATION 
(Continued from page 1) 
There are several collections, 
however, containing over 2,000 
separate covers and these are col- 
lections of which the owners can 

be justly proud. 
During World War I Military 
secrecy made it necessary for a 


wil]| certain amount of curtailment of 


activity of dedication collectors 
but many events which would not 
endanger the security of the coun- 
try were recorded. It was dur- 
ing this period that interest in 
naval aircraft carriers as air- 
ports arose. It was felt that these 
ships were actually floating air- 
fields and that their launching 
should be considered as a dedica- 
tion. While these covers have 
never been adequately recognized 
and cataloged they are recognized 
by the ADS and will be included 
in its catalog. 

Airport Dedication covers have 
long been treated as an orphan in 
the field of aerophilately and only 
given a small section of interest in 
organizations devoted to aero- 
philately. In the last few years, 
however, interest has picked up 
and more collectors are turning 
to it. 

Perhaps one reason for this 
lack of interest has been the lack 
of material for the collector. The 
only catalog which he could use 
was a very brief listing occupying 
a few pages in a larger catalog 
devoted to airmail covers. This 
listing was very brief and inade- 
quate in addition to being several 
years behind. 

Recognizing the needs for an 
adequate catalog the immense job 
of compiling the necessary ma- 
terial was begun approximately 
two years ago. In June of this 
year the first section of the cata- 
log, covering the years 1947-1950 
was released. It gives a catalog 
number to each cover, lists the 
date and city and then gives a 
description of each major variety 
known. 

The number of each cover mail- 
ed is given as accurately as can 
be determined and then each 
cover is priced with the price 
being based on the number covers 
mailed, 

Sections to cover 1951 and years 
prior to 1947 are in active pre- 
paration and it is hoped they will 
be released in the near future. 

Any collector who has collected 
Airport Dedication covers has 
found that it is very difficult to 
do without help from other col- 
lectors. There are no official 
government releases or any other 
announcements which are _ re- 
leased to the general public con- 
cerning these events. 

This is probably the main rea- 


son for the fascination of this 
branch of collecting. It is the 
constant search for information 


and the help that can be given 
other collectors and received from 
them that holds a collectors in- 
terest once he has started on this 
absorbing hobby. It is the pryz- 
pose of the Airport Dedication 
Society to try to assimilate this 
information from the various col- 
lectors and pass it along to all 
collectors.
